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SCHOOL REPORT. 


DISTRICT NO. 1. 


J. W. Hoyr, Prudential Committee. The first seven weeks 
were taught by Mr. G. S. Barney. A teacher of considerable 
experience. I was not notified at the close of his school, but 
so far as I have learned from the district, they were well satis- 
fied for his services. The last three weeks were taught by Mr. 
A. S. Frazier, who is also a teacher of experienee. His school 
was small, only about one half of the scholars attending, but 
those that were present passed a good examination, and thor- 
oughness marked every recitation. 


DISTRICT NO. 2. 


Dexter Warrier, Prudential Committee. Clara A. Fernald, 
teacher. This was Miss Iernald’s first attempt at teaching and 
I think it was asuccess. The school seemed very quiet, and 
the scholars made good improvement. 


DISTRICT NO. 3. 


C. H. Forp, Prudential Committee. Only one term, by Miss 
Jennie S$. Barney. Owing to bad weather, I did not visit this 
school but once, but think by the appearance of the school at 
the first of the term, that it was a success, and good satisfac- 
tion given. 


DISTRICT NO. 4. 


CHARLES Kemp, Prudential Committee. Both terms were 
taught by Miss Adell P. Kimball, who seemed to take great 
interest in her school, and the scholars seemed eager to learn. 
Most of them were very prompt at the examination. I think 
tue district would do well to engage Miss Kimball’s services 
again. 
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DISTRICT NO. 5. 


Everetr WHEELER, Prudential Committee. Both terms were 
taught by Miss Ellen G. Hazeltine. The first term Dr. Wheat 
of Groton acted as Supt. Committee for Orange. The second 
I visited at the opening of the term. There were only two 
scholars present. They seemed quiet and orderly. Was not 
notified at the close of the school. 


DISTRICT NO. 6. 


Mrs. E. P. Cueiriis, Prudential Committee. I think Miss 
Gove labored faithfully for the good of this school, and consid- 
ering the irregular attendance, good progress was ‘made in the 
different br anches, and good order prevailed. Miss Gove seems 
well adapted to the vocation she has chosen and I hope to hear 
of her in the school room again. 


‘ DIS TRICTANO: a 


Furser Drmonp, Prudential Committee. One term by Mr. 
C. F. Kingsbury. This was Mr. K’s second term in this dis- 
trict, and I think he fully maintained his former reputation of 
an able and efficient teacher. Good satisfaction was given. 


REMARKS. 


The school year just passed has been one of average prosper- 
ity. ‘The teachers generally have aimed to be thorough in their 
instructions, and maintained good order. The attendance in 
some of the schools has been better than last year, while in oth- 
ers the registers show a very irregular attendance, some: of the 
scholars being absent one and even two weeks at atime. I 
hope that parents will consider this and see that their children 
in future are as constant as possible in the school-room, as fre- 
quent absence seriously impairs the profitable workings ofa 
school, aside from the injury to the one absent, and let it be im- 
pressed upon the mind of every child as a rule ‘‘never to be late 
when I go toschool.” 

There is a Jack of interest on the part of many parents in re-. 
gard to visiting schools. They seem to think if they send their 
children that is enough. But it is their children that are being 
educated, their money that is being used, and they ought to 
know how it is being done. I think it should be the practice 
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of every parent to visit their school at least once a term, and if 
but once let it be at the first of the term. Then there is a chance 
for an acquaintance with the teacher, for there is not that fa- 
miliarity between parents and teachers which I think there 
should be for the good of schools. Frequently children will re- 
port something to their parents that happened in school, which 
seems very unpleasant, and they are too apt to blame the teach- 
er, whereas if they had visited the school and known its work- 
ings, there would have been no chance for dissatisfaction. So 
in future, do not neglect to visit your school. I leave these re- 
marks, hoping all that can be, will be done for the best interest 
of the rising generations. |
